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GHI Board Ties 
Up Loose Ends

Last Thursday evening's Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board meet¬ 
ing was essentially a continuation of the previous regular board 
meeting, tackling the last half of a long agenda. Matters that 
were fairly routine but still required discussion were dealt with, 
such as the filling of several standing committees and the delivery 
of committee reports. Also, officers of GHI’s subsidiary cor¬ 
poration, Greenbelt Development Corporation (GDC) were elec¬ 
ted; James Smith as president, Donald Volk as vice president, 
and James Foster and Stephen Polaschik as treasurer and re¬ 


cording secretary respectively 
corresponding posts on the full

members has been drawn up by 
chairmah Smith and the other di¬ 
rectors to fill the' important stand¬ 
ing committee, such as Finance, 
Long Range Planning, Engineer¬ 
ing and Maintenance, and others. 
For the reader's convenience we 
list here the chairpersons of these 
committees: 

Donald Volk Aesthetics and 
Environment, Hugh O’Donnell - 
Engineering and Maintenance, 
James Foster - Finance, Virginia

chik - Member Complaints, Norman 
Weyel - Parking, and Nathan Shin- 
derman - Personnel and Organi¬ 
zation. The appointments of the 
committee members will be con¬ 
firmed by letter. 

Reports by the Audit and Long- 
Range Planning Committees were 
given to the board. Of particular in¬ 
terest to the board was that of 
the Finance Committee, whose 
chairman James Foster noted that 
the original estimated fee of the 
corporation's auditors, $9,800, had 
escalated to $14,000, and that the 
committee recommended a compro¬ 
mise payment of $11,100; it thus 
rejected the auditors' bills for some

that more information needed to 
be obtained on the county's elec¬ 
trical code requirements as they 
pertained to r GHI homeowners. 
Chairman Smith in the meantime 
took the position that the member's 
request could be approved subject 
to a restriction on providing elec- 
‘ trical service to the addition, pen¬ 
ding improvement of the main wir¬ 
ing to the row. This was ratified 
on a motion by Foster, 

The other member’s request to 
build a rather high fence between 
her property and that of a neigh¬ 
bor was also agreed to, but not be¬ 
fore directors Norman Weyel, and 
Stephen Polaschik spoke against 
changing GHI into a “walled city", 
which would divide neighbor from 
neighbor. 

Solar Heat 

The manager also described for 
the board the proposed work that 
will be carried out under Phase II 
of the continuing solar heating pro¬ 
ject in conjunction with NASA- 
Goddard. This will involve design 
of a solar heating system suitable 
for flat-roofed buildings, purchase 
of components for one such system, 
its actual installation on the roof 
of a row, and then analysis of its 
operation. NASA will be paying 
$25,200 towards the cost of this 
phase of the project.

ies and work done for individual 
members.

Member Requests 

A couple of member requests 
Were considered near the beginning 
of the meeting, one to build an ad¬ 
dition and another for a fence. 
Manager Roy Breashears said that 
he brought the first request to the 
board because an electrical prob¬ 
lem was involved, namely the ad¬ 
dition would constitute a further 
current drain on the already po¬ 
tentially overloaded supply to this 
particular row of houses. Appar¬ 
ently this is becoming a common 
problem throughout the GHI 
homes; each home in a row is wir¬ 
ed for more current than can 
safely be delivered by the main 
line to the row.

Highway Plan Questioned 

At a recent workshop meeting, 
city council reviewed the State 
Highway Administration twenty - 
year's highway needs program and 
decided to alert the county council 
and State delegation to areas of 
concern. 

These concerns were (1) the ap¬ 
parent downgrading in priority of 
the proposed grade-separated in^ 
terchange at the Kenilworth Ave.- 
Greenbelt Road intersection; (2) 
planning for an Outer Beltway that 
would channel 1-70S traffic going 
east to the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway; and (3) plans to widen 
Greenbelt Road to 6 lanes from 
the Kenilworth Ave. intersection 
east to past NASA. 

In the case of (2), council ques¬ 
tioned the need for an Outer Belt- 
way going any further east than 
1-95. Jn the case of (3), council felt 
that widening of Greenbelt Road 
should be on a selective basis and 
questioned whether there was dem¬ 
ographic support for the project. 

On the elderly housing project, 
council thinking is a preference 
for a site at Ridge Road Center 
or at Hamilton Road. It asked the 
city manager to prepare a com¬ 
parative summary of the obstacles 
and disadvantages that would be 
faced in development of these two 
sites and possible solutions. 


Day-Care Hearing Set 

A request for a special exception 
for a day-care center at the Green- 
briar condominium project will be 
heard on appeal by the Prince 
Georges county council on Mon¬ 
day, August 4. The hearing will 
be at 9 a.m. at the county council 
hearing room t in the courthouse, 
Upper Marlboro. 

The zoning hearing examiner 
had denied on June 20 the request 
for a special exception. The ap¬ 
plicant, Campus Center for Early 
Learning, had asked for a special 
modification of the off-street park¬ 
ing requirement of 12 additional 
parking spaces for 70 children on 
the ground floor of the Greenbriar 
Recreation Building on Hanover 
Parkway. (The code provides that 
for every 6 children, 1 parking 
space must be provided). Twenty- 
nine spaces are already located 
adjacent to the recreation build¬ 
ing but these spaces were provided 
to satisfy the zoning ordinance re¬ 
quirements generated by the resi¬ 
dential units of the Greenbriar 
project. 

Special Circumstances 

In a brief filed by attorney 
George A. Brugger, the applicant 
contends that the record clearly 
shows a number of special circum¬ 
stances or conditions peculiar to 
the property that justify approval 
of the parking waiver requested. 
The hearing examiner had denied 
the special exception because he 
said he was unable to find such 
circumstances in the record. 

Brugger stated that the 12 addi¬ 
tional parking spaces required if 
the special exception were not 
granted would produce the follow¬ 
ing special circumstances by 

(1) being contrary to the approv¬ 
ed site plan for Greenbriar; 

(2) reducing the required amount 
of green space for the project; 
and 

(3) necessitating the granting of 
a variance or the submission of a 
new special exception to amend 
the original special exceptions 
granted in September 1972. 

Furthermore, Brugger noted that 
the Greenbriar Community Build¬ 
ing was originally designed to in¬ 
corporate the day school use, as 
evidenced by the site plans and 
testimony. 

Both the city council of Green¬ 
belt and the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission had recommended appro¬ 
val **£ the special exception. 


A principal has not been named 
by the Prince Georges Board of 
Education nor attendance areas 
designated. Barring delays in the 
construction time-table, organiza¬ 
tional matters will be formulated in 
the spring of 1976. 

The school is located in Green¬ 
belt on a 40-acre triangular-shaped 
site occupying the western portion 
of the Smith-Ewing North tract 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. Bordering the complex 
is the Greenbriar condominium de¬ 
velopment. 

Inside the building, power is op¬ 
erating and interior light fixtures 
and ceiling tiles are being instal¬ 
led. Priming -of walls is underway 
in preparation for the application of 
pastel paints. Almost all of the ter- 
razo floors are finished. 

Interior walls are composed of 
cinder block except in classrooms 
where folding partitions will be 
installed. This will give the staff 
the option of enlarging classrooms 
for team teaching. Classes for each 
subject are grouped together in 
instructional blocks. 

As required by the county, the 
three-level school contains an ele¬ 
vator (99% complete) for use by 
the handicapped and for service 
needs. The air-conditioned building 
(except the gym) is fire-proof and 
equipped with an automatic sprink¬ 
ler system. 

Auditorium 

The 850-seat auditorium is expec¬ 
ted to encompass more features 
than the facility at Prince Georges 
Community College. Acoustics will 
be carefully designed and a com¬ 
pletely fitted-out stage included. 
Subdivision of the auditorium into 
teaching areas will be made pos¬ 
sible by the use of- electrically-op ¬ 
erated partitions. The auditorium, 
as well as the Commons (dining 
area), has been designed for var¬ 
ied uses. These units as well as the 
gymnasium are located so that 
they may be closed off from the, 
academic wing and programmed 
for independent and separate ac¬ 
tivities. 

An interesting feature of the 
building is a media or resource 
center (library and reading room 
balconies) which is situated on the 
first floor and will rise through 
the upper level to the roof. Over¬ 
head skylights will illuminate the 
media center as well as the main 
corridors of the school. Otherwise 
the building will be essentially 
windowless. (These skylights and 
other protrusions on the roof have 
been mistakenly identified as solar 
heat collectors.) 

Landscape Plan 

Architects Walton, Madden and 
Cooper are currently working on 
a full-scale landscape plan for the 
tract. The football field was seeded 
over a year ago and bleachers seat¬ 
ing 2,500 students installed. On site 
there will also be a general purpose 
field, track, baseball and softball 
fields, tennis and hard surfaced 
basketball courts and lawns for 
general activities. 

In July top soil, lime and fertil¬ 
izer were spread on the grounds. 
Sod will be placed directly around 
the building, and other areas will 
be seeded. The recent heavy rains 
have caused some problems. Sedi¬ 
ment has run on to a portion of 
the tract from Greenbelt Road, but 
the sediment traps on the school 
site are working satisfactorily ac¬ 
cording to a spokesman for the ar¬ 
chitects. 

Work is continuing on the 1,000- 
car parking lot. A sub-base has 
been laid and curbs constructed. 
Interior roads have been construc¬ 
ted.

Futile Flection? 

To the Editor: 

There is not much point in voting 
in the upcoming city election. 

Most people who vote are ap¬ 
plauded for caring about the pre¬ 
servation of democracy or some 
such noble phrase. Actually, they 
are doing nothing to make things 
better or worse for the citizens of 
Greenbelt. 

The next election, as well as 
many past city elections are an 
elaborate and expensive exercise in 
futility. 

There are two reasons tliat this 
city's elections are meaningless. 
One is obvious and might be con¬ 
sidered a matter of opinion. The 
other is almost invisible, and, until 
the past ten years barely discussed 
by professional urbanolcgists. 

The obvious . . .all the candidates 
in the upcoming election are alike. 
It is not in the political interest 
of the candidates to support a con¬ 
troversial viewpoint or for that 
matter to support any viewpoint. 

The key to success in a homo 
gcous community’s politics, such as 
Greenbelt, is to blur the issues, 
and run on your name or person¬ 
ality alone. This, of course is not 
necessarily bad. What is bad is the 
fact that these issues are usually 
very non-controversial (how many 
people oppose "intelligent growth" 
or "tax cuts"?). Will any candi¬ 
date seriously question the adequa¬ 
cy of the police force? Will any¬ 
one suggest radical cutbacks or in¬ 
creases in the public works depart¬ 
ment? Of course not, if they want 
to be elected. 

The second reason not to bother 
voting is the simple fact that the 
council, in all practicality, cannot 
influence the lives of 85 percent of 
the citizens of Greenbelt. 

Greenbelt is run by a weak may¬ 
or-council-manager form of govern 
ment. This form of government 
was introduced in the United 
States at the turn of the century 
by white, middle class Americans 
trying to reduce the impact of eth¬ 
nic groups and political parties on 
their lives. In theory the city man¬ 
ager is the executive in charge of 
running the city with the council 
setting the policy he is to oversee. 

But for better or worse, the city 
council o* Greenbelt has very little 
influence over policy. Because they 
lack staff, time, authority, education 
and knowledge they can act as lit¬ 
tle more than a rubber stamp for 
the city manager and the bureau¬ 
cracy that sits below' him. At the 
late stage of the game they receive 
the budget. 

The simple fact is that only a 
person trained in city management 
with a full time research staff and 
the means to obtain knowledge and 
information can speak intelligently 
about anything to do with running 
a city the size of Greenbelt. 

So, the city manager in most 
towns now has become an effective 
dictator. He or his agents decide 
how often trash gets picked up, 
whether a tax increase is needed, 
which street is repaired first, and 
all other matter affecting the over¬ 
whelming majority of Greenbelt 
citizens. 

Is this bad? Is there an alter¬ 
native? These are the questions 
as the cities of America face the 
future. But, as currently design¬ 
ed non-partisan, at-large elections 
in Greenbelt are a meaningless 
remnant of democracy . . . which 
may be good or bad, of course.

(Ohio) concerning records or docu¬ 
ments on the statue in the center. 
It seems that the Federal Govern¬ 
ment in constructing the three 
Greenbelt towns planned for statues 
in each. However, they were only 
placed in Greenbelt and Greendale, 
Wisconsin, The one for Green- 
hills, Ohio was never erected in 
the community but rather has been 
located in a Dayton, Ohio museum. 

The museum is not willing to 
part with its “treasure” and hence 
Greenhills has enlisted Congres¬ 
sional assistance. Return of the 
statue to Greenhills is one of their 
Bicentennial projects. 

Greenbelt CARES 

Three new groups of young peo¬ 
ple have been working this week 
in the youth service bureau office 
on Job Corporation projects. Each 
group consists of six teenagers 
who work approximately eight 
hours a week making items that 
can be sold to the public. All 
proceeds are divided among the 
youth involved in each project. 
Typing and mimeographing for 
the general community are ongoing 
projects of the Job Corporation.

Catch basins and all pedestrian 
underpasses were cleaned of silt 
and mud.

The Outdoor Manner

Part HI Recycling 

In many communities efforts have 
been made to recycle a few ma¬ 
terials from what would otherwise 
be discarded. The greatest effort 
is on newspaper, glass, aluminum 
and tin. The amount of energy 
saved when these materials are 
reprocessed is staggering. To re¬ 
use and reprocess aluminum takes 
only five percent of the energy re¬ 
quired to refine it from its natural 
state. 

All that is needed to reuse glass 
is melting and cleaning. Crushed 
glass can be used to make glass- 
phalt and pave a road. The best 
way to recycle glass is reuse it in 
its present form. Returnable bot¬ 
tles can be used over and over 
without any energy use other than 
transportation and cleaning. Use 
them. 

Buy goods with only the bare 
minimum of packaging. A good 
example of unnecessary packing 
is individually wrapped cheese or 
candy. One good wrapping should 
be enough to maintain freshness. 
When you have an item you can 
carry, tell the salesman to save 
the bag or bring one along. 

For every item recycled, fewer 
resources are needed. Fewer trees 
are cut down, fewer mountains 
stripped away, and more forests 
are preserved. Cutting trees ran¬ 
domly can disrupt the natural cy¬ 
cle between plants and animals.

Recommend Dropping 
Of METRO Routes 
But Rot To Greenbelt 

Two Prince Georges councilmen 
and 8 state legislators from the 
northern sector today have pro¬ 
posed that the four most contro¬ 
versial routes along the Metrorail 
Greenbelt line be dropped entirely 
; nd other routes be tunneled un¬ 
derground to save homes and park¬ 
land, and perhaps the system itself. 

In agreement with Councilmen 
Parris Glendening and Frank Ca- 
sula are State Senators Arthur 
Borman and Meyer E. Emanuel, 
Jr. and State Delegates Ann Hull. 
Pauline Menes, Kay Biencn, An¬ 
drew Mothers head, Charles Sulli¬ 
van, Jr. and John J. Garrity. 
(Although Mrs. Menes could not 
nu the pres^ conference an- 
n L Oentg the routing decision, she 
f .. 1 / endorses the agreement.)

Totally eliminated from consider¬ 
ation are two alignments, known 
as 18 and 19 that travel up Adel- 
phi Road and end at 1-95 and the 
< op tat Beltway along surface 
track and alignment 21 planned 
' s a tunnel route to cut across 
the Univ. of Md.’s golf course. 

The officials also stipulated that 
the Greenbelt route must not end 
at either Prince Georges Plaza or 
the Univ. of Md. If problems of 
funding or other obstacles cause a 
temporary truncation of that route, 
it must be halted at the D. C. line 
(Ft. Totten). 

Alternatives 

Although the group did not elim 
inate alignment 22 (route paral¬ 
leling University Boulevard to 
Greenbelt Rd.) from considera¬ 
tion, it has agreed that no station 
may be located at Berwyn and has 
asked that test borings be conduc ¬ 
ed to discover the possibility of 
tunneling the route. 

Also, Metro officials instead 
should consider a “Metro only” 
access from I 95 to the Greenbelt 
station if alignment 22 or the ARS 
route (route paralleling B&.O rail¬ 
road tracks to Greenbelt Rd.) were 
selected. The question of what type 
of access is an engineering one, 
the state and lojal officials con¬ 
cluded. 

The officials have stated abso¬ 
lutely that no terminal facilities, 
parking lots, stations or mainten¬ 
ance yards can be placed in resi¬ 
dential neighborhoods and in 
nearly all cases should be placed 
outside the Beltway where disrup¬ 
tion of residential living is mini¬ 
mal. 

Must Be Underground 

Reiterating a position voiced by 
Glendening previously, the group 
demanded that all subway routes 
running through any residential 
neighborhood or park be under¬ 
ground “regardless of cost”. In 
cases where this clause proves too 
expensive, another route must be 
devised, the group concluded. If 
adequate financing is not available, 
construction of that part of the 
line must be delayed. 

“We’re building a first class sys¬ 
tem in Prince Georges County 

that will last for many decades. 
And as we chose both route align¬ 
ments and construction modes, we 
must always keep that thought 
uppermost in our minds, “spokes¬ 
man Glendening said. 

[ Sept. Meeting 

A resolution embodying the 

group's conclusions will be on the 
Council table in Sept, after county 
legislators return from a month¬ 
long recess. The resolution will 
direct the county's Metro represen¬ 
tatives to drop the mentioned 
routes. At the same time, a study 
panel will be formed from state, 
county and federal representatives 
to meet with authorities from 

WMATA to work out funding stra¬ 
tegies and routing alternatives. 


Bicentennial Beautification 

The City of College Park has 
become the second municipality to 
enter the County’s “Beautify-for- 
the-Bicentenniar contest 

Spearheaded by the Berwyn Dis¬ 
trict Civic Association, in coopera¬ 
tion with the city, an old abondoned 
trolley line running from Berwyn 
Road to Quebec Street is to be 
transformed into a park-like area. 
Old telephones poles and railroad 
ties will be used to designate park¬ 
ing areas which will be surfaced 
with crushed stone. Ornamental 
plants will be used to enhance the 
area which is currently being used 
for disorganized parking and which 
collects trash and litter. 

The City of New Carroilton was 
the first entry in the municipality 
category,* submitting plans for a 
Bicentennial Park to be constructed 
on a wasted and eroded lot. 

The Prince Georges County Beau¬ 
tification Committee, which is spon¬ 
soring the contest, is encouraging 
entries from municipalities, civic 
groups, businesses, public agencies, 
and individual citizens. 

NIgffile projects may be as sim¬ 
ple as the planting of a flower bed, 
or as extensive as the landscaping 
cf a shopping mall parking lot

Infant Nutrition Program 

Research shows that the height, 
weight and intelligence of dras¬ 
tically deprived children can be 
raised significantly through good 
maternal and infant nutrition. Since 
the spring of 1974, the Prince Ge¬ 
orges County Health Department 
has been participating in a program 
of giving babies the best start pos^ 
sible nutritionally. 

Known as WIC (Women-Infants- 
Children), the federally funded 
program initially provided to par¬ 
ents of infants up to one year of 
age, vouchers redeemable at full 
cost in major chain stores for 
iron-fortified milk formula, baby 
cereals and juices. It has now been 
expanded to provide pregnant wo¬ 
men with milk, eggs, juice and 
cereal. 

Participation is limited to those 
infants and expectant mothers with 
the greatest medical or financial 
needs. Participants must also re¬ 
ceive ongoing medical care through 
the Health Department to assure 
that the total health needs of the 
infant and mother are met and to 
evaluate the impact WIC may be 
having on improving maternal and 
infant health.
